IDLE HAMMERS. 


The «Jarpenters Xnansurate Tlietr 
Strike for the Eisbt Hour JDay 
—Tlae Two Continents 
tVoln Hands. 


CHICAGO, May 1.—In anticipation of 
the trouble that may arise from the 
eight hour movement, the mayor yester- 
day afternoon issued a proclamation 
warning all persons that the laws must 
be observed, and that no crowds or as- 
semblages calculated to incite disorder 
would be permitted to interfere with the 
rights or property,, of others, whether 
employes or emi^oyer, and appealing to 
all law abiding citizens to co operate 
with the authorities in preserving the 
peace. 


The May Day parade of workingmen 
here was participated in by over 30,000 
men, representing all the building trades 
and nearly every labor organization in 
the city and county. 
The police escort 
of 150 patrolmen for some reason did 
not make its appearance at the hour of 
starting (12 o'clools) and the procession 
moved without it. 


The entire line of march was crowded 
with people, mostly of the working class 
who are in sympathy with the eight 
hour movement. The striking carpen- 
ters, 6,000 strong, led the procession. 
There were no demonstrations along the 
line of march save the hearty cheering 
of the thousands of men, women and 
children, who had turned out to wel- 
come and applaud the members of the 
carpenters' union, the only labor organ- 
ization of consequence now on a strike. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 1.—There are 
1,500 union carpenters on strike to-day. 
Three eontractors, employing about 200 
men, :have agreed to the eight'hour 
demand and thirty cents per hour, but 
other contractors are in for the-battle. 
There has been no disorder, the carpen- 
ters keeping close to their union halls 
and there receiving reports on the situ- 
ation. 
Only a few contractors have 
non-unionist men at work. On one job 
twenty-five mixed non-union carpenters 
are reported at work, but it is said they 
will go out at noon. 


At noon the district council will de- 
cide whether the strikers will make a 
demonstration this afternoon by way of 
a general parade. The carpenters are 
taking precautions against the importa- 
tion of non-union laborers from Canada. 
If the strike continues ten days a large 
number of other tradesmen dependent 
upon them will be laid o f f , swelling the 
ranks of the unemployed to 3 , 5 0 0 . The 
indications however are that a comprom- 
ise will be effected before that time.

PHILADELPHIA, 
P a . , M a y 1 . — I n a c - 
cordance with the action taken last 
night by the union carpenters of Phila- 
delphia, at a meeting held in Naval post 
hall, under the auspices of local union 
No. 8 of the united brotherhood of car- 
penters and joiners, about 1,000 carpen- 
ters struck here this morning. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 1.—There will 
not be any notable eight-hour demon- 
stration in this city to-day. 
The Car- 
penters' unions propose to have a pro- 
cession and picnic on the hill tops this 
afternoon. 
They expect to be joined by 
two or three other organizations, but 
the gathering will not be large and is 
only intended to express sympathy with 
the eight-hour movement. 
A meeting 
of the Iron Moulders' union will be held 
Saturday night to decide whether a 
strike shall be declared Monday next in 
case the bosses refuse to grant them 10 
per cent, increase. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 1.—All the 
carpenters of this city, both union and 
non-union, are out. They demand ten 
hours pay for eight hours work, and 
their demands have been refused by the 
master builders. 


MniWAWKEE, Wis., May 1.—Two thou- 
sand carpenters decided last night, in a 
mass meeting at west side Turner hall, 
to inaugurate the eight hour work day. 
A large procession moved through the 
streets before the meeting, and at the 
latter speeches were made by prominent 
labor leaders. There will be no strike. 


S T . LOUIS, Mo., May 1.—An immense 
number of applications from unions de- 
siring places in to-day's parade have 
been received. The parade will be im- 
mediately followed by active measures 
to secure the enforcement of the eight 
hour limitation. 
As at present ar- 
ranged the carpenters will strike Mon- 
day. 
If the carpenters succeed the 
miners will probably follow them and 
demand a reduction of hours. The 
iron and steel workers may also follow. 
The attendance at all labor meetings 
last night was very large. 
Thousands 
of badges in the form of a brooch repre- 
senting the figure eight have been dis- 
tributed. 


NEW YOBK, May 1—The united Ger- 
man farmers who were engaged on 
bnidings in various parts of the city 
struck this morning for the enforcement 
of the ^ight^honr law. At noon fifty- 
nine of the bosô framers had conceded 
the demands of the working men, which 
practically decides the question so far 
as that line of trade is concerned.

the enforcement of the eight-hour law, 
but they concluded to work the week 
through and strike on Monday. 
So the 
carpenters, the masons, the painters and 
all with the exception of the plumbers 
will strike unless the bosses agree to 
conform with the law. 


Everything about the city so far as 
the laboring interests were concerned 
was as a holiday. The police say that 
no quarrels or disturbances have been 
reported to them. The red flag of so- 
cialism floated over the headquarters of 
many of the labor organizations. 


BOSTON, May 1.—The carpenters em- 
ployed by the members of the Carpen- 
ter's Builders' association struck here 
this morning for an eight-hour labor 
day. About 1,500 men are out, while 
some iî,000 remain at work for non-asso- 
ciation contractors, working eight-hours 
a day, at the same rate per hour as was 
paid before the strike began. 
Eveiy- 
thing is quiet. 


SPEINGITEMD, 111., May 1.—The indi- 
cations ftre that the miners employed in 
every coal mine in this county will go 
out to-day on a strike. The arrange- 
ment which they have been working 
under—sixty cents for winter and fifty- 
five cents for summer—expires to-day. 
The operators say they would be willing 
to pay fifty-five cents provided the 
southern Illinois operators would pay 
on a similar scale, but as the latter have 
refused to make any terms the situation 
here is thought to be serious. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 1.—There 
will be no labor demonstration whatever 
in Milwaukee to-day. The two thou- 
sand carpenters of this city are all at 
work as usual this morning, having 
given the bosses until to-morrow to rec- 
ognize the eight hour day. The men, 
with few exceptions, have only been 
working eight hours in this city for 
many months past. 


PEOKIA, 111., M a y 1 . — O f t h e s i x h u n - 
dred carpenters in Peoria only about 
150 aro union men. An arrangement 
had been made with the bosses by these 
150 by which they were to work' e i ^ t 
hours for nine nours pay. The non 
union men object to this. They want 
ten hours work and corresponding pay. 
It is believed builders will be compelled 
to submit to the non unionists, in which 
event the union men will go out to-day. 
About 300 employed by the new water 
works company will also strike for a 
nine hour day with the same pay now 
allowed for ten hours. It is probable 
that strikers of all kinds in Peoria and 
vicinity will number about 2,000. 


PEOBIA, 
111., May 1.—About 1 , 2 0 0 
coal miners in the immediate vicinity of 
Peoria went out on a strike last evening 
and the chances are that the mines will 
shut down for an indefinite period. At 
least forty coal banks were closed. The 
men want 46 cents a ton, recognition of 
the union, abolition of truck stores and 
regulation of the price of supplies used 
in mining. 
Both sides are prepared for 
a hard fight. 


PITTSBUBG, Pa., May 1.—There will 
be no labor demonstrations in Pittsourg 
to-day. 
The builders are agitated, 
however, over the events which may 
follow wdthin a few days. The plain- 
ing owners have recently formed an 
iron clad organization for the purpose 
of working against any movement for 
eight hours to be made by their em- 
ployes. It is feared by the members of 
the builders' exchange that a big build- 
ing strike will occur within a few days. 


S T . LOUIS, MO., May 1.—To-day was 
generally celebrated by all union men 
as a day of recreation. 
Nearly every 
labor organization was represented in a 
monster street parade. 
It is estimated 
that over 10,000 men were in line. 
This 
afternoon they will be entertained by a 
picnic and in the evening several speak- 
ers will address them on the labor situ- 
ation. 


FOEEIGN CLIMES. 


OHABLEBOI, Mffy 1.—Thirty thousand 
working men are marching through the 
streets of Charleroi on their way to 
attend a monster meeting. 
The vast, 
but orderly^ throng keeps time as it 
marches, to its own singing of the Mar- 
seilas. 


PESTH, May 1.—A crowd of working 
men to-day collected in front of a roll- 
ing mill, the proprietors of which had 
resisted their demands, attacking the 
building and precipitating a riot. The 
military were hastily hurried tp the 
scene, but were unable to disperse the 
mob until they had charged with bayo- 
net and wounded many of the rioters. 
The mill continues iû operation. 


LONDON, May 1.—Only a few hundred 
persons marched in procession to Hyde 
Park, where it was expected a meeting 
would be held. On arriving at their 
destination, however, and attempting to 
organize a mass meeting, they were at 
once dispersfad by the police. In the 
Haclmey district a mass meeting was 
also broken up, while in Soho, the pro- 
cession of the demonstrators suffered no 
opposition. 


PARIS, May 1.—A deputation from the 
wçrkingmen of Paris has reached the 
chamber of depnties, where it presented 
a petition urging the inauguration of 
the eight hour day. The route to the 
chamber was occupied by vast crowds 
who blocked the thoroughfare.

His Holiness declares that the 
church will play a more important part 
in the settlement of the questions be- 
tween master and capital than will the 
civil government, because the divine 
force in religion will lead men to turn 
willingly to correct ways. The priests 
are urged to intervene to settle differ-, 
ences by their paternal authority. 
They 
should endeavor so to render the dis- 
comforts of the present life more tolera- 
ble to the poor, who should be urged to 
acquire more 
precious- treastires in 
heavèn. The priests of Germany are 
urged to extend the institutions, such as 
schools and work houses for the educa- 
tion of poor children, which tend to 
hold the working people to good cus- 
toms. 


VIENNA, May 1, 1 0 : 3 0 a. m.—At this 
hour the city is quiet and a great ma- 
jority of the workmen are attending the 
numerous halls, where meetings are be- 
ing held. Strikes are occurring with 
almost phenominal rapidity in the pro- 
vinces of the empire, and it is estimated 
that one million men have already 
struck, or threatened to do so. 


PABIS, May 1.—Telegrams from Mar- 
seilles, Bordeaux, Nancy, Roubaix and 
Lille are to the effect that up to the 
present moment no disturbances of any 
kind have taken place, 


PARIS, May" 1 . — 9 : 3 0 a. m.—Up to 
this hour the.capital is tranquil. The 
boulevards and the suburban sections as 
well as the central i>ortion of the city 
appear in their normal aspect. 
Busi- 
ness proceeds as usual, the only shops 
closed ^eing those of dealers in fire- 
arms and other war-like 
munitions. 
Among the first of the army of the dis- 
contented to inaugurate^ a strike were 
the stokers and other employes of the 
gas companies, who went out early this 
morning. 
The Socialist Deputies Fer- 
roult, Baudin and Lachaiz, of the cham- 
ber of deputies, are still busily engaged 
in perfecting their final arrangements 
for the workingmen's demonstration. 


BEBLIN, May 1.-—9:30 a. m.—Small 
and scattered groups of workingmen are 
already appearing in the streets, quietly 
proceeding to the various places of 
rendezvous preparatory "to falling into 
line in the procession. 
Quiet prevails 
iii all quarters of the city. 


LONDON, May 1.—As the labor pro- 
cession was passing along the Thames 
embankment a crowd of 500 roughs at- 
tempted to create a tumult. 
Twenty- 
five hundred policemen who lined the 
embankment, however, promptly sup- 
pressed the attempt and thoroughly 
cowed the rough element. 
The indica- 
tions now are that the demonstration, as 
far as the parade is concerned, will 
prove a fiesco. 


MADKID, May 1.—Keports from the 
provinces indicate that good order ex- 
ists everywhere. 


LIEGE, May 1.—Thres thousand min- 
ers to-day marched in procession to the 
town hall, where they formally present- 
ed a petition calling for the establish- 
ment of the eight-hour^ day. 


VALENCIA, May 1.—The strikes in 
this city are rapidly extending, all 
trades hurrying to join in the eight-hour 
movement. While no trouble has yet 
occurred, it has been deemed advisable 
to close the theatres. 


BEBLIN, May 1. — Order prevails 
throughout the city and the streets are 
quiet as though no strikes were occur- 
ring. 
Large numbers of people are in- 
dulging in excursions to Gruenwald and 
other places of interest in the vicinity 
of the city. 


BEBLIN, May 1.—The latest advices 
from the principal cities of Germany 
represent peace and good order as very 
generally preserved.

Every union carpenter in Fort Wayne 
is on a strike to-day. 


The demands of the union carpenters, 
the non-compliance with which has 
^brought about this strike, are as follows: 
Nine hours to constitute a day's work, 
at 25 cents an hour ^nd time and a half 
for over time. 


To-day was the time when compliance 
with the demand was to go into effect, 
and when workmen appeared at their 
places this morning they met with the 
answer that their demands would not be 
granted. The strike was then declared 
on. 


Last night the carpenters held an en- 
thusiastic meeting at Sion S. Bass post, 
G. A. B. hall. No official communica- 
tion was received from the master build- 
ers who also held a meeting to discuss 
the situation. 
The master builders ob- 
jected to one point and could that have 
been obviated there would not have 
been a strike to-day. It is that they, 
as employers, will not submit to the 
rule of paying workmen who are not 
good mechanics, the same wages that 
they give to good tradesmen. 


The union will not permit any mem- 
ber to work for less than their stated 
demands and say that the contractors 
can pay good mechanics-as much more 
as they see fit. 


The non-union men were working as 
usual to-day. 
The striking carpenters 
divided themselves into committees to 
go out and urge upon these non-union 
men to join their ranks. 
A meeting of 
carpenters is being held this afternoon 
and a meeting of the master builders 
was called for 2 o'clock. 


Mill carpenters hardly came in the 
category of builders and the strike will 
not be likely to affect the mills much. 


At Diether's planing mills satisfactory 
terms were reached and men are work- 
ing as usual. 


At Rhinesmith & Simonson's the em- 
ployes held a conference this morning, 
but this afternoon men are again at 
work. 
The Brooks' brothers have a 
force of non-union men at the Institute 
for Feeble Minded. The few union men 
who were in thair employ struck, and at 
last accounts were out. 


The conditions under which Diether 
and Ehinesmith & Simonson retain their 
men is conditionally until all matters 
<;ome to an ultimate settlement. 


The carpenters and master builders 
will hold meetings with closed doors to- 
night.

The Trades and Labor council mot 
last night and among other business 
transacted was the adoption

mously of the following resolutions: 


WHEREAS, Believing that the de- 
mands of the Carpenters' and Joiners' 
union for a nine-hour day and twenty- 
five cents per hour is but a just reward 
for their labor, and, 


WHEREAS, These demands are made 
not alone for the benefit of any one or- 
ganization, but for the. general pros- 
perity of all industries and business in 
general; therefore be it- 


Resolved, That the Trades and Labor 
council in session, do unanimously com- 
mend and endorse the action of the car- 
penters union, and will do all in their 
power to assist them in any just demand 
for the advancement of the laboring 
classes and the benefit of the community 
at large, and be it further 


Resolved^ That we, as representatives 
of organized labor of the city, will use 
our best efforts to bring every working 
man and trade into the beneficial fold of 
unionism. 
And be it further 


Resolved, That we condemn the em- 
ployment of cheap, non-union labor in 
the interest of one class as against the 
other. 


The plasterers reported that all their 
demands had been granted oxcept by 
Mr. Henry Schwartz, who declines to 
negotiate with that union, and resolu- 
tions'were passed condemning his actions 
and pledging the council to do all in its 
power to keep him from securing work 
fornon-nmon men to the detrimenfrof 
nnion men.

OUR coijIÍBOJE:». 


»onre 'Talk Abont Two of Our Educa- 
tional InstitnUons—The Con- 
cordia ana the netliodiBt 
CoUeices. 


Few cities offer educational advant- 
ages superior to those of Fort Wayne. 
The public school system of Indiana is 
regarded as the best in the union and 
under its wise and benificent provisions 
the schools in this city have attained a 
high state of perfection. 
The scholars 
who avail themselves of the advantages 
which they offer and pursue the course 
of study x)rescribed until they graduate, 
can step from their doors into business, 
and, with very little collegiate training, 
enter any of the professions of life. 


Neat and substantial school buildings 
are scattered in different and convenient 
portions of the cily, and under the di- 
rection of an efficient superintendent 
^ ^ d corps of teachers, the cirriculum of 
study is admirably taught, and em- 
braces many of the advanced arts and 
sciences. 
No child can be raised in 
ignorance in Fort Wayne unless its 
parents or guardian neglect the duty 
which the state has placed upon them. 


The parochial schools, maintained and 
supported by the Catholic and Lutheran 
churches, 
are large and admirably 
tauglit and add their usefulness to the 
work of the education of the young, 
thus making every class closely guarded 
against the danger of being raised to 
manhood and womanhood ignorant of 
the rudimentary branches. 


Such were the words used by the 
writer of this article for the "descrip- 
tion" accompaning a work called "Fort 
Wayne Illustrated," published by H. R. 
Page & Co., of Chicago, a year ago. 
They are just as true to-day as when 
they were written, and our object in 
quoting them now is to use them as pre- 
liminary to what we wish to say con- 
cerning some of the other educational 
institutions of the city—our colleges—in 
the excellence and number of which 
Fort Wayne is peculiarly favored. 


In the eastern limite of the city Btands 
the great Concordia college—an institu- 
tion of the Lutheran church—with its 
mammoth 
buildings and beautiful 
grounds. 
The history of its founding 
dates back to 1839, when in Perry 
county, Missouri, a small college was 
established with only two professors 
and less than a dozen students. It was 
the outgrowth of a colony of several 
hundred Saxons, who had settled in 
that neighborhood, and for ten years it 
grew in dimensions, when, with six 
professors and sixty students, it was 
moved to St. Louis. 


Bemaining in that city until 1861, 
the directors deemed it advisable to 
move the institution to this city. 
This 
was done, and the seminary previously 
located here was transplanted to St. 
Louis, combined with the nucleus of 
theological students left there, and is 
now the great 
Concordia university 
which sends into the active field of the 
ministry of the Lutheran church each 
year its brilliant students. 


The institution has grown and flour- 
ished until to-day it has between two 
and three hundred 
students coming 
from the Lutheran congregations all 
over the west, most of whom board at 
the college. 


The course of study is a thorough one, 
and with the preparatory studies em- 
braces the languages, literature, the 
higher mathematics and sciences, fitting 
the student for entrance into business 
life or'for the theological course which 
is finished at the St. Louis university. 


The college buildings, which are hand- 
some and commodious, are situated on 
one of the most beautiful spots in the 
eastern limits of the city. 
The grounds 
cover nearly thirty acres, and grouped 
together are the several buildings which 
are used for the college proper, and the 
boarding halls and the residences of the 
professors. 


The students in attendance come 
from the Lutheran congregations all 
over the west and most of them board at 
the institution. 
There are over 200 of 
them, and when the day's study is over 
, it is a grand sight to see them on the 
well kept lawns indulging in the various 
games which give them the physical ex- 
ercise so much needed in student life. 
Fort Wayne has reason to be proud of 
her Concordia college. 


THE M. E. COLLEGE. 


Situated in the western confines of the 
city is "The Fort Wayne CoUege," 
more commonly known as "The Metho- 
dist College," because it is under the 
jurisdiction of the North Indiana con- 
ference of the M. E. church. 


The building stands at the foot of 
Wayne street, is' three stories high, 
magnificent in proportion and design, 
and contains a large number of rooms 
for boarding, recitation, chapel and lit_ 
erary Society purposes. 
The- grounds 
contain seven acres. The estimated 
value of the grounds and buildings is 
$75,000. 
This is the only educational 
institution in Northern Indiana belong- 
ing to the church which owns it, and in- 
stead of pleading for life, ae it is doing 
to-day, should have an endowment and 
a patronage which would place it on a 
solid financial footing. 


The course of study embraces the 


arts, sciences, literature, language and 
other higher branches and fits the stud- 
ent for practical life. It invites to its 
halls the young ladies and gentlemen of 
the land and promises to give them a 
thorough education in the branches 
taught. 
On its alumni rolls are to be 
found the names of clergymen, teachers, 
physicians, editors, judges of courts, at- 
torneys, merchants, bankers, railroad 
men and politicians, many of whom 
have reached high distinction in the 
affairs of state. 


The college is in debt and must be 
sold, and it is probable it will be pur- 
chased by parties who will consolidate 
it with some other institution—^perhaps 
the Fort Wayne Medical college. What- 
ever is done, citizens of Fort "Wayne 
should not alloM. it to die. It has done 
a grand work and should be kept in our 
midst. 


OTHER EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 
In addition to the Concordia college 
and the Fort Wayne college, the city is 
also favored with a number of other ed- 
ucational institutions for the instruction 
of both ladies and gentlemen in special 
branches and callings. 
Among them 
might be mentioned the Fort Wayne 
Medical college, Westminster Seminary, 
Conservatory of Music, two business 
colleges, and a number of other private 
schools, which space at the present time 
forbids an extended mention. 
They 
are all under excellent management and 
are doing a grand work for the cause of 
education.

Fort Wayne is peculiarly favored. 


In the eastern limits of the city stands 


the great Concordia college—an institu- 
tion of tho Lutheran church—with its 
mammoth buildings 
and 
beautiful 


grounds. The history of its founding 
dates back to 1839, when in Perry 
county, Missouri, a small college was 
established with only two professors 
and less than a dozen students. It was 
the outgrowth of a colony of several 
hundred Saxons, who had settled in 
that neighborhood, and for ten years it 
grew in dimensions, when, with six 
professors and sixty students, it was 
moved to St. Louis. 


Remaining in that city until 1861, 


the directors deemed it advisable to 
move the institution to this city. 
This 


was done, and the seminary previously 
located here was transplanted to St. 
Louis, combined with the nucleus of 
theological students left there, and is 
now the great Concordia university 
which tends into the active field of the 
ministry of the Lutheran church each 
year its brilliant students. 


The institution has grown and flour- 


ished until to-day it has between two 
and three hundred students coming 
from the Lutheran congregations all 
over the west, most of whom board at 
the college. 


The course of study is a thorough one, 


and with the preparatory studies em- 
braces tho languages, literature, the 
higher mathematics and sciences, filing 
the student for entrance into business 
life or'for the theological course which 
is finished at the St. Louis university. 


The college buildings, which are hand- 


some and commodious, are situated on 
one of the most beautiful spots iu the 
eastern limits of the city. Tho grounds 
cover nearly thirty acres, and grouped 
together are the several buildings which 
are used for the college proper, and the 
boarding halls and the residences of the 
professor?. 


The students in attendance come 


from the Lutheran congregations all 
over the west and most of them board at 
the institution. There are over 200 of 
them, and when the day's study is over 
it is a grand sight to see them on the 
well kept lawns indulging in the various 
games which give them the physical ex- 
ercise so much needed in student life. 
Fort Wayne has reason to be proud of 


arts, sciences, literature, language and 
other higher branches and fits the stud'- 
eut for practical Hfo. It invites to its 
halls the young ladies and gentlemen of 
tho land and promises to give thorn a 
thorough education in tho branches 
taught. On its alumni rolls are to bo 
found tho names of clergymen, teachers, 
physicians, editors, judges of courts, i»t- 
torueys, merchants, bankers, railroad 
men and politicians, many of whom 
have reached high distinction in the 
affairs of state. 


Tho college is in debt and must bo 


sold, and it is probable it will bo pur- 
chased by parties who will consolidate 
it with some other institution—perhaps 
tho Fort Wayno Medical college What- 
ever is done, citizens of Fort Wayne 
should not ulloAi it to die. It lias done 
a grand work and should be kept in our 
midst. 


OTHER EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 
In addition to the Coiicordia college 


and the Fort Way no college, tho city is 
also favored with a number of other ed- 
ucational institutions for the instruction 
of both ladies and gentlemen in special 
branches and callings. Among them 
might bo mentioned tho Fort Wayne 
Medical college, Westminster Seminary, 
Cousenatory of Music, two business 
colleges, and a number of other private 
schools, •which space at the present time 
forbids an extended mention. They 
are all under excellent management and 
are doing a grand work for the cause of 
education.
